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PRE-RACE QUALIFICATIONS 


Horses that have not had sufficient schooling and sent out to race 
in a rank condition are always a menace around a race track. It has 
become standard procedure both here and abroad to bar horses that 
have been nerved so as to make their condition dangerous, or to ex- 
clude horses that will not break out of a gate, or horses that show 
tendencies to lug out so badly as to be uncontrollable. The names 
of such horses are printed on a Steward’s list and are public property 
around all tracks that want to insure the best possible type of racing. 


Steeplechasing has not gone this far although New York, follow- 
ing the lead of Maryland, has instituted supervisory policing for 
jumpers which requires green horses, whose form is unknown to 
school over jumps, in the presence of a steward before being permit- 
ted to race. Rankness in a flat horse can often be discounted. Two- 
year-olds breaking out of a gate are hurried around the track and 
seldom cause drastic trouble although there is always a lot of bump- 
ing and shoving which if it could be avoided by better schooling might 
change the results of many 2-year-old races. 


Rank hurdle or brush horses can cause positive havoc compared 
to the flat horses. For this reason steeplechasing officials, represent- 
ed by the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association, have on their 
mind some sort of supervisory technique which will not cause hard- 
ship on any individual, but will keep out unschooled horses entered 
by overzealous or overconfident trainers whose optimism makes 
them disregard the real menace their charge may be to others in the 
race. It is a problem that at first glance might seem easy to answer 
but can resolve itself into many little technicalities that make the 
practical application extremely difficult. 

A public list of undesirables that must improve their jumping 
ways before being allowed to race, would make many trainers sigh 
with relief, but who will decide these undesirables and how before 
the damage is done. Obviously jumpers must race somewhere before 
they can be placed on such a Steward’s list and hunt meetings in 
particular are in comparatively remote spots, away from metropoli- 
tan areas. There are N.S.H.A. stewards at each meeting and con- 
ceivably these men could do the selecting but a horse may be very 
rank at his first outing and by his 2nd or 3rd race be standing back 
and jumping like a veteran. 


A simple preparatory school can be a far different affair than 
the rough and tumble of racing tactics. Many a jumper will school 
beautifully and would pass inspection before a most exacting board 
of stewards but put him in with some contention, shove him up with 
the leaders or some loose horses and the result is far different. The 
individual arrangements at both Maryland and New York tracks 
have shown this to be the case and although these qualifying rounds 
held under supervision of the stewards are to be highly commended, 
they are not necessarily a guarantee that undesirables will all be 
sifted out of the running. 


The answer will probably be found by qualifying races that 
would keep those of poorer quality out of the so-called cup races or 
classics. It is understood that official thinking is going somewhat 
along these lines and it is urgently hoped that by next season both 
hunt meetings and big tracks will have the benefit of a better system 
of sorting out those undesirables which add so little to a race and 
threaten the safety of all. 


By qualifying horses in early races, it would increase interest 
in these earlier races, would give them more significance and when 
the cup races come along, horses running would do so because they 
deserved to be there and not because an optimistic trainer or owner 
wanted to take a shot at a classic. The qualifying rounds in the case 
of timber horses might well include certain recognized point-to- 
points. In brush racing ‘horses in the opening meetings of the hunt 
circuit would qualify for big track racing, while those horses in the 
big tracks that finished in the money in a specified number of jump- 
ing affairs would automatically be acceptable for the classics. Such 
a scheme would not put the stewards of the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association on the spot but would ptt it up to the horses 
themselves to qualify by their own racing abilities.

Count to Ten 
went into the preliminary with 10 
1-2 points while Seveven had 9 1-2. 
When the Busch Stables’ gelding got 
the nod in the preliminary, he took 
the tri-color, the reserve going to 
Sevevin. 

In both the conformation and 
working divisions things were pretty 
evenly divided. When the five horses 
were called for the conformation pre- 
liminary, they were only 2 1-2 points 
apart. Bari, owned by Walter G. 
Staley was the champion. He is -a 
brown gelding, 7 years old which Mr.

Counterpoint Puts Two Good Ones Together, 
The Peter Pan and The Belmont

Despite stubborn efforts to pre- 
tend that it is merely the 6th race, 
the Belmont Stakes is getting spoken 
about, and if the Westchester Rac- 
ing Association does not find some 
way to soft-pedal it, it might come 
to be the most important race in 
the East, or maybe even in the na- 
tion. .For the 83rd running, 41,2538 
immortal souls turned up, beating 
last year’s crowd by a little more 
than 2,000—by 2,101 if you have 
a passion for accuracy—despite the 
fact that down the line Monmouth 
Park was opening, and with a re- 
cord first-day crowd. 

The secret is thus more or less 
out, and I think that in coming years 
Belmont may do something to dress 
up its attraction. There was a re- 
port this year that the band, which 
is now hidden in the shrubbery, 
would be brought out and paraded, 
or at least allowed to play, in front 
of the stands. This was wrong; it 
didn’t. But I take this to be a sort 
of trial balloon, just as you suggest 
to your wife that you may have to 
take a run down to Washington for 
the week-end. You actually have 
no intention of going to Washington, 
but the reaction you get gives you 
a gauge of how much opposition 
you will run into if you actually do 
line up something in Washington. 

At any rate, I think Belmont Park 
is losing some of its reputation as 
racing’s “frozen dowager,” a label 
which was pinned on it some years 
ago, and if it ever sets about actual 
promotion there’s no telling what 
crowds it might draw. Since it has 
the capacity to handle them, and 
the disposition to give as large a 
distribution as business justifies, it 
might eventually come to stand out 
in American racing as far as it de- 
serves. That will be the day. 

Many of those who went away 
after seeing Counterpoint make a 
hash of the Belmont Stakes field 
felt that they had seen the 3-year- 
old champion, a notion which I am 
inclined to dispute for the moment. 
When Count Turf spraddled the Der- 
by field, he was the top 3-year-old. 
When Bold ran off from the Preak- 
ness contenders, then he was it. 
Battlefield got far enough up in 
public estimation off his Withers 
victory that he was starting favor- 
ite for the Belmont. I cannot quite 
concede that the last winner is 
necessarily the best winner. The 
contention is not, you understand, 
that Counterpoint is not the best 3- 
year-old. It is merely that the di- 
vision is in such a vexed state that 
the leadersip of it cannot be award- 
ed on the basis of one race, even if 
that race is the Belmont. If Coun- 
terpoint can do it again, and parti- 
cularly if he can get a decision over 
Bold, there will be no argument 
here. 

A visiting newspaper man had his 
lead all figured out in advace. Count 
Turf, he thought, would win the Bel- 
mont. And glancing through the 
Delaware Oaks entries he found a 
starter named Astro, owned by Dix- 
lana, which seemed to have some 
sort of a chance. Both Count Turf 
and Astro are by Count Fleet, and 
if that stallion could sire the win- 
ners of the two biggest events of 
the day, challenging for the lead of 
both the colt and filly division of 
the 3-year-old group, it seemed it 
would make a good story. Astro ran 
out of the money, and he was some- 


what upset until it was pointed out 
that Kiss Me Kate, which won the 
race for Walter M. Jeffords, was 
also by Count Fleet, so that he was 
still in business. When Count Turf 
ran out of the money the lead seem- 
ed to have vanished again, until it 
was noted that Count Fleet was also 
the sire of Counterpoint. 

This is by way of noting that 
Count: Fleet is having things pretty 
much his own way this year, and it 
is extremely likely that he will end 
as leading sire, though many stal- 
lions have more representatives on 
the tracks. In the handicap divis- 
ion he has County Delight going for 
him, and the strength of his 2-year- 
olds has yet to be demonstrated. 
One of them, a filly named Recess, 
out of the stakes mare Recce, won 
for *C. V. Whitney two’ races before 
the Belmont. 

Counterpoint is the 4th winner 


_from Jabot, a *Sickle mare which 


won the Selima and other stakes, 
and this is more grist for the mill, 
since you are probably aware that 
there is a theory in this corner that 
a good racing record is the most 
important single factor in estimat- 
ing the potential quality of a brood- 
mare. Her earlier winners were 
Frou Frou, Halcyon Days, and Right 
Jab, none of them particularly dis- 
tinguished, but winners just the 
same. 

Counterpoint was doing something 
none of the other 3-year-olds expect- 
ed Repetoire has done—he put 2 
good ones together. A Saturday earl- 
ier he had won the Peter Pan Handi- 
cap just as easily, but that was dis- 
counted because he was getting 9 
pounds from Battlefield, which ran 
2nd. In the Belmont he picked up 
his weight and beat his field just 
as badly, with Battlefield 2nd again. 
He was the only horse in the field 
which ran all the way, for he was 
up with the pace from the begin- 
ning, and the horses which tried to 
argue it with him—Sonic, Nullify, 
and Count Turf—were beaten off, 
both Battlefield and Battle Morn, 
the latter finishing 3rd, coming from 
fairly well back. 

So, with the Triple Crown over, 
we have three winners, in Count 
Turf, Bold, and Counterpoint, and it 
would be a mistake to eliminate Bat- 
tlefield from contention, since he has 
never been unplaced in 2 seasons, 
and this year has not been worse 
than 2nd in 6 starts. He has raced 
19 times in his 2 years, got 12 firsts, 
6 seconds, and 1 third. When you 
compare this with Counterpoint’s 
record, of winning 3 of 11 starts, 
with 3 seconds and a third, and 4 
times completely out of the money, 
or with Count Turf’s 23 starts in- 
cluding 6 starts and 5 placings, you 
have to rate Battlefield pretty well 
up for consistency. 

This is also true of Bold, though 
in each case the record has a slightly 
synthetic quality. Battlefield would 
have been unplaced in the East View 
last year except that the disqualifica- 
tion of Win or Lose moved him up 
to 3rd, and Bold has not been un- 
placed because the one race in which 
he was thoroughly beaten off—he 
bucked a shin, it developed later— 
had only 3 horses in it, and it is ex- 
tremely difficult to finish unplaced 
in a 3 horse race. It can be done, 
as Mahout proved in the Lawrence 
Realization of 1946, but it doesn’t 
happen often. :

Seven Yearlings From Meadowview Farms Being 


Readied For Jaunt To Sales Ring

Although their crop is small, Mea- 
dowview Farms have real racing 
color in their yearling consignment 
going to Saratoga this’ year, even 
if it is a bit unbalanced with 2 colts 
and § fillies. 

Taking a look over the breeding 
of those in the consignment, you 
find names that have been stalwarts 
in American racing. A handsome colt 
that is sure to excite quite a lot of 
interest when the “lights go on 
again”’ in the sales ring, is by *EKas- 
ton, out of Not So Blue, by Blue 
Larkspur—tThirty Knots, by Man 0’ 
War. ; 

How’s that for collecting some of 
the best names in racing. The way 
Blue Larkspur’s daughters have been 
turning out stakes winners this year 
(Piet in the Jamaica ’cap, All Blue 
on the coast in the San Antonio, 
All At Once, which captured the 1st 
division of the Hialeah Inaugural, 
Sulieman in the Capitol, and most 
recently Busanda in the Suburban, 
as well as siring the Experimental 
Free ’cap winner Sonic, the Firenze 
winner Renew, and the Royal Palm 
‘cap victor Three Rings), makes 
their offspring well worth consider- 
ing when the bidding starts. 

To add to this as everyone knows, 
*Easton—‘the International horse’”’ 
—was a stakes winner in England 
and France, and is the sire of stakes 
winners in England (..Eastern Sil- 


ver, Swanee River), France (..La 
Texas) and this country (..Haton- 
town, Wildlife, Red Shoes, Sun 
Bath). 

The fillies, in the consignment, 
are by no means outshown by this 
handsome fellow. One that is 
sure to be sized up well, when the 
“hammering” begins, is a dark chest- 
nut filly by Pavot, which is out of 
the *Sickle mare Bounteous, out of 
Our Treat by Stimulus. This miss 
is from the distaff line of Beaugay, 
Little Risky, Danger Point, Sky 
Larking, and many other stellar per- 
formers on the track. Her sire Pavot 
(Case Ace—Coquelicot, by Man 0’ 
War) is a stallion that is rapidly 
rising to fame as a sire having gotten 
The Pimpernel, whose record needs 
no repeating, and Cigar Maid, the 
“Fashion maid’’. 

Nor is the black filly by War Re- 
lic, out of Malcolm Lass, by John 
P. Grier—*Adine, by Dark Legend, 
one to hide in a dark corner of the 
stable.

A Verbial Tour of A Few Breeding 
Establishments and Their Offerings 
To Come Under the Hammer This Year 





Tyson Gilpin 


Last year The Chronicle kindly 
gave me the pleasure of taking some 
of its readers on a verbal tour of 
the various breeding establishments 
I visited. Looking primarily at Sar- 
atoga-bound youngsters it seemed 
advisable to avoid a mere repetition 
of color-sex-sire and dam, and to 
include other items possibly of more 
general interest to readers. This en- 
tails picking one or two standouts 
and adding farm details. Only time 
will reveal whether the Repetoires 
and Count Turfs were spotted while 
passing over Hustle Ons and Peri- 
cles-type prospects. Picking yearl- 
ings is largely a matter of personal 
prejudice, ‘feel’, and experience, 
as anyone will admit. Some people 
are better than others, on the re- 
cord, and the ‘others’ might be 
well advised to turn to some other 
pursuit. As ever with horses, only 
time—and plenty of it—will tell. The 
balance of conformation, breeding 
and something like ‘“‘way of going” 
is always a fine one, and may be 
deceptive to the best judges. It is 
the average success that counts. 


Almahurst Farm 

One of the first establishments 
visited this year was the well known 
and always outstanding Almahurst 
Farm of Kentucky’s master breeder 
and salesman, Henry H. Knight. 
Every year, Mr. Knight makes up 
a Saratoga consignment composed 
of some thirty of his choicest year- 
lings. The ones who fail to pass 
his rigid standards are dealt off la- 
ter. The success of his system is 
attested in The Daily Racing Form, 
as his sales horses keep winning 
at the major tracks. Actually the 
backbone and one of the chief draw- 
ing cards of the August vendues, 
Almahurst yearlings number such 
current stars as Magic Words, En- 
nobled, Silver Wings, Win or Lose, 
and numerous others. 

The rapid success of the sensation- 
al young French import, *Priam 2nd, 
has lent much attractign to the 
Knight offering. Five colts and 
three fillies from the imported cham- 
pion are entered, including a filly 
from Galagay, dam of Ennobled. 
Colts by *Hierocles (rumored a fav- 


orite sire already with trainers) and. 


Sun Again from Gay Crest and Goose 
Cry immediately attract favorable 
attention. A full brother to the 
very successful Piet, game winner of 
stake after stake, by Grand Slam out 
of the Blue Larkspur mare, Val- 
dina Lark, is hard to fault in any 
way. A favorite with the bidders, 
as with this observer, should be the 
chestnut colt by *Mahmoud from 
the great race mare and producer 
(Mahmoudess, Eternal Reward, etc.) 
Forever Yours. This mare and her 
running get are an Almahurst trade- 
mark. She is about the only Tho- 
roughbred on the place without any 
price tag whatsoever. 

Like many other clever horsemen 
and farmers, Mr. Knight runs cat- 
tle on his place. He has had suc- 
cess with an interesting Angus- 
Shorthorn cross.Perhaps it would be 
wiser and safer to stick to comments 
on the horses..In any event, Alma- 
hurst is a showplace, in the best 
sense of the word, and a visit with 
its master a really interesting exper- 
lence. He had just acquired the col- 
lection of horse paintings made by 
the late Willis Sharpe Kilmer, and 
they were spread out in his office. 
Lacking pedigrees on these, I will 
not list them but can say that some 
were attractive enough to exchange 
for a yearling. 


Glade Valley Farm 
_This Thoroughbred nursery, home 
ot *Challenger 2nd and cradle of 
Gallorette, Challedon, Pictor and 
many other racing greats is a worthy 
memorial to its late master, W. L. 
Brann. His success in a section well 
removed from ‘Thoroughbred cen- 
ters is a tribute to the insistence on 
quality and on perfection of opera- 
tion which characterized everything 
Mr. srann undertook. Glade Valley 
illustrates this care and hard work 


in its outstanding pastures, its pro- 
gram of painstaking preparation of 
every horse on the place. 

Every modern practice of parasite 
control, pasture management, feed- 
ing, and the like is followed with a 
view to raising the best possible 
Thoroughbreds. The yearlings clear- 
ly reflect the careful handling in 
their conformation, condition, good 
feet, and general dispositions. Even 
the foals were already broken to 
halter. 

Mrs. Brann has decided to follow 
the wishes of Mr. Brann and con- 
tinue to keep Thoroughbreds at 
Glade Valley. She will stand the 
the two studs, Pictor and *Fast and 
Fair—the latter an acquisition at 
the recent dispersal of the C. S. 
Howard Estate. Disposing of the 
entire crop, this nursery will sell 
some really outstanding prospects. 
One of the the most striking of the 
yearlings shown by Manager Frank 
Lee was a strong, solid bay colt by 
Pictor, young sire of the good Pic- 
tus, from Gallette, by *Sir Galla- 
had 3rd, dam of Gallorette, etc. 
Even without a glance at his pedi- 
gree, this colt looks like a runner. 
Another top prospect, and from the 
same female line, was a chestnut 
Devil Diver from Gallita, a colt 
with a lot of quality, but retaining 
the substance and stout look of the 
successsful young sire of Lotowhite. 
The six colts and two fillies to be 
offered also include a half-sister to 
Escadru. All horsemen will wish 
Mrs. Brann every success with her 
horse venture, and, judging from 
her yearlings, Glade Valley farm 
will do well. 


Pine Brook Farm 

Young Dr. Frank O’Keefe’s Pine 
Brook Farm has a record of selling 
good yearlings at Saratoga which 
might well be envied by more fash- 
ionable establishments. This was 
true even before the remarkable 
record of Repetoire shed glory on 
the farm and on My Hattie. Such 
stout runners as Nifty and Hal were 
already Pine Brook bargains before 
Henry Bowyer bought the *Happy 
Argo yearling for the Mikell ac- 
count for $4,000 and Frank fainted 
in the sales pavilion seat. He later 
said that consignor’s tension and 
lack of supper were responsible for 
his trouble. Perhaps the fact that 


Battlefield and Count Turf went 


through the ring that same August 
at Saratoga for pretty close to the 
same price may prove a dubious con- 
solation. 3 


In any event, he has an outstand- 
ing filly in the Alsab—My Hattie 
half-sister to the game Repetoire. 
She is smooth, strong almost per- 
fectly balanced, and real eyeful. The 
filly walks well and is put together 
exactly right. She will be hard to 
beat and will draw a great deal of 
interest on her own account, even 
without help from her illustrious 
half-brother. A nice grey Amphi- 
theatre and a Pot O’Luck colt, which 
will be a racy horse by August, also 
draw the eye. 

Dr. O’Keefe stands the speedster 
of the Roebling stable, the *Mah- 
moud horse Macbeth, and the older 
*Piping Rock. Both have a pretty 
good book, but Frank says the lat- 
ter is an example of the insistence of 
Thoroughbred breeders on ‘‘fash- 
ion’. Squared Away and Imperium 
are running with distinction on two 
coasts, but *Piping Rock still does 
not fill—or sell at the sales. This 
is Macbeth’s first season, and, with 
more substance than many *Mah- 
mouds, he should get very quick. 
fast horses.

The tempo was stepped up 
as the race progressed to find all 
but one or two slow ones really 
winging and jumping well. C. T. 
Hotchkiss’ Cash went to the lead at 
the 11th, opened up about 4 lengths 
and held on to win from H. R. Bain’s 
*Oak Bulger, which closed ground 
and pettered his position rounding 
the turn for home. Gaily B, in a con- 
tending position but a doubtful 
threat to the winner, fell at the last 
fence. P. J. MacMillan’s Fourth of 
July finished with speed to nose out 
John Stuart’s Parader for 3rd 
money. 

Nine horses started on June 1 in 
which was to be the most exciting 
race of the meeting. Mrs. B. Hulse’s 
Siblen went right to the lead which 
she retained for the first turn to the 
water jump. Here H. R. Bain’s *Oak 
Bulger took command and Siblen 
went down at the next fence, the 
10th. The leaders, fencing boldly, 
made it a real horse race from here 
home. *Oak Bulger still retained a 
slight lead over the last fence but 
W. C. Chisholm’s Tour Home and P. 
J. MacMillan’s Fourth of July closed 
with a rush on the inside. At the 
wire all three were noses apart with 
Tour Home squeezing through the 
middle in very tight quarters to win 
by a whisker from Fourth of July. 

A protest was lodged, however, 
against the winner as_ she_ had 
squeezed Fourth of July off into the 
fence and the stewards upheld the 


protest to award ist place to the 


MacMillan horse and place Tour 
Home 2nd. Gordon F. Perry’s entry 
of Felsparoo and Warpoon finished 
4th and 5th. Fiftyfirst and Major 
Sandan trailed the field and were 
outclassed. Camp Whip came to grief 
at the ist fence. 

Cash took his second win at the

Meadow Brook ’Chase F wet Outing Over Brush 
For Winning “Hurdler” *Titien II

*Titien 2nd, the French-bred stal- 
lion, which has won 8 of his 15 
starts over hurdles in this-country, 
was asked a very testing question in 
the Meadow Brook Steeplechase 
Handicap on Thursday, June 15. He 
was first schooled over the big 
jumps just a few days prior to the 
race, and in his 2 1-2 mile debut over 
brush, jumped cleanly all the way, 
reaching the last jump on almost 
even terms with the more experien- 
ced Lone Fisherman, and then drew 
out to win by 1 1-2 lengths in the 
stretch run. It was 6 lengths furth- 
er back to the veteran Elkridge, who 
earried 150 lbs., over a well soaked 
infield, but nonetheless finished 
freshest of all. Pretender and *Gift 
of Gold completed the field al- 
though both were overmatched in 
this company. A 24 hour rain pre- 
ceding the Meadow Brook resulted 
in Mrs. Odgen Phipps’ top weighted 
Oedipus to be withdrawn as well as 
Lowry Watkins’ Tourist List. 

Albert Foot, rode *Titien 2nd, as 
usual and kept the son of Tornado— 
Philis resérved off the pace for a 
little more than a turn of the field. 
Then, as they entered the far side 
the 2nd time, Foot started his move 
which carried him to 3rd position be- 
hind *Gift of Gold, the pacemaker 
for more than a turn, and Lone 
Fisherman. Midway down the far 
side, *Gift of Gold was through, 
and Lone Fisherman took the lead 
with *Titien 2nd right alongside. 
Going to the far turn, Lone Fisher- 
man still retained the front spot, 
but he couldn’t shake off the French- 
bred, although these two had now 
opened up on the field with Elk- 
ridge closest a dozen lengths back. 
Around the last turn and up to the 
final fence, *Titien 2nd slowly over- 
hauled the leader, and clearly out- 


jumped him at the final fence, which 
he took a head in front of the Clark 
jumper. From there to the wire, both 


the winner and the runner-up ap- 
peared to be dead tired horses, in 
fact Foot stopped riding *Titien 2nd, 
several strides short of the finish, 
while Elkridge closed freshest of all 
and closed the gap at the finish to 6 
lengths behind Lone Fisherman. 

The Meadow Brook was worth 
$7,750 to *Titien 2nd’s trio of own- 
ers, Messrs. Masters, du Breil and 
Bueno, and the time was 4.56 for 
the rain soaked field. 

The decision to run *Titien 2nd, 
was a long drawn out one because of 
a disagreement among his owners. 
In the Meadow Brook, he carried 140 
lbs., receiving 9 lbs., from Lone 
Fisherman and 10 from Elkridge. 
This impost compares with 158 
which he carried to a new track re- 
cord over the mile and three quar- 
ter hurdle distance here a week ago. 
His weight assignment in the Mea- 
dow Brook was what might be called 
a “round number”, and reflects our 
custom here of giving a good hurd- 
ler a chance to show his ability over 
brush. In contrast, the English put 
ton weight on a horse without esta- 
blished form until he has run sev- 
eral times. 

*Titien 2nd’s performance in the 
Meadow Brook was an impressive 
one. He jumped as surefootedly as a 
cat, but he seemed to lack the bril- 
liance of some of his hurdle victor- 
ies. However, he did the job, and 
over a course that was too wet to be 
used as a yardstick. *Titien 2nd has 
now had several hard races, and will 
probably be rested for a while. 

On Monday, The Cottesmore Stee- 
plechase Handicap drew a field of 
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5, and it proved to be a close contest 
for most of the way, until the last 
jump on the far side, where *Irish 
Easter, in front at the time, and a 
probable winner, broke down. Paddy 
Smithwick pulled him up approach- 
ing the turn as My Good Man took 
the lead with Hampton Roads close 
by. Rank and Floating Isle were 
both in contention at the time, but 
going around the turn. Albert Foot 
on Hampton Roads, forced the pace, 
getting to within a length of the 
leader, but lacking racing room on 
the inside, Foot made a bid going to 
the last fence. However, My Good 
Man, despite a very impressive re- 
cord of ‘seconds’, withstood the 
challenge under a whipping drive 
from Tommy Field. Over the last 
jump and across the Widener chute, 
Hampton Roads drew inches closer 
with every stride, but as they flash- 
ed under the wire, it was still My 
Good Man by a short head. Sixteen 
lengths further back, Rank was 8rd, 
while Floating Isle completed the 
field in 4th place. 

On Tuesday, Mrs. C. E. Adams 
uncovered what may be a real nice 
jumper, Mrs. Carlo Paterno’s Errol- 
ford by Annapolis. Ridden by Dooley 
Adams, Errdlford got up in the last 
stride to win by a nose from Night 
Patrol, while three parts of a length 
back, William Duryea’s Swords 
Point ran a very impressive race to 
be 3rd despite several costly bobbles. 
The race was about 2 miles over 
brush and was designed for horses 
which had never won $1,000 over 
brush, and although the pace was a 
fast one all the way, it was still a 
little surprising when the time of 
3:42 was hung up. This is the same 
time as Pontius Pilate made when he 
won the International during the 
first week of the meeting, and is 
among the fastest times made in re- 
cent years over the big course. Night 
Patrol made the pace for most of the 
race, with Syracuse Lad in close at- 
tendance, while Adams _ restrained 
Errolford, saving ground on the in- 
side, in the middle of the pack of 
the 12 starters. Adams moved up 
going around the last turn, and here 
with a confidence, perhaps born of 
success, got through on the inside, 
and with very little racing room, 
held the inside over the last jump, 
across the Widener chute and then 
to the end of the odds board before 
he asked Errolford for that Tast little 
bit, which he got, and which carried 
him under the wire with barely in- 
ches to spare. Night Patrol, who fin- 
ished 2nd, ran an excellent race, 
while Swords Point, third best, might 
have won it all and undoubtedly will 
improve with experience. 

Young Morris Dixon showed 
another nice hurdle horse on Wed- 
nesday, James F. McHugh’s Whats- 
init, which won a 1 1-2 mile hurdle 
race by 8 lengths with a bunch of 
fair maidens behind him. Whatsinit 
is a 3-year-old by Hash out of All 
Forgiven and won nicely for James 
Zimmerman. This samé stable also 
owns Jam, an impressive winner of 
the Belmont Maiden Hurdle stakes. 
Second and third respectively to 
Whatsinit were Tellanrun and Poli- 
tician, the latter closing well and 
giving promise of improvement with 
more racing. 

Closing steeplechase of the Bel- 
mont meeting was a claiming af- 
fair on Friday, and it was taken by 
Brookmeade Stable’s Band Leader, 
who has now a 8 for 3 record in this 
kind of company. Son d’Esprit who 
races in the name of J. M. Mulford 
finished 3rd, and would have won it 
all had he jumped the last 2 fences. 
Because of these mistakes Better 
Vain was the runner-up, while Re- 
pose closed from far hack to take 4th 
money.

Some Gold Returns To Winning Form; 
“Runt” Smith Steals the Show

For the past 3 years the Royalton 
Steeplechase meeting has been jinx- 
ed by Jupiter Pluvius, but last Sat- 
urday, June 16th, the dampener was 
removed and Royalton came _ into 
its own. The sun shone, the day 
was bright and clear, the course was 
in excellent shape, and, thanks to 
one of the best publicity jobs that 
has ever been done on the circuit, the 
crowds really turned up at the pleas- 
ent little track 17 miles outside In- 
dianapolis. 

A mammoth program of 9 races 
was carded, but before we were thr- 
ough at 6:00 p. m. we had had 10- 
This was brought about by a claim of 
foul being sustained in one of the 
minor events, and both the owners 
of the two horses concerned agreed 
to a re-run race. The first affair 
under sanction was The Irishman’s 
Run of about 2 miles over brush 
which drew a field of 4 starters, Vir- 
ginia Randi (Pat Murphy); Maj- 
or Charlie (Mr. Bobby Wilson); 
Boo Tip (Mr. Gerald Mayer), and 
the local hope Kansas Pride (Mr. 
Tom Oliver). 

From a good start Dennis Mur- 
phy’s pair of Virginia Ranzi and 
Major Charlie, both dominated the 
situation, the former pulling to the 
front soon after the flag-fall, and, 
showing much improved fencing abi- 
lity, was never headed. Boo Tip, far 
back in the early running, came with 
a long sustained run and was up 
to take 2nd place from Major Char- 
lie, who did not jump as cleanly as 
he is wont to do. 

Kansas Pride showed brief speed 
and then flatened out. The men’s 
flat race was next and 8 of them 
came under starters orders. This 
mile affair was keenly contested 
and it resulted in a clear cut win for 
Pert (Hank Helgesen up,) and gave 
“Hinsdale Hank” the first leg of his 
well deserved winning treble. At 


the start Princess Bug dwelt badly, 
but the rest were well enough away 
and Storm On quickly showed to the 
fore from *Moot, *Kardjar, Pine 
Grove, Hobo Pete, and Pert. 

They were closely bunched as 
they came past the stands for the 
first time with Storm On still in the 
lead, but shortly thereafter Pine 
Grove went up between horses and 
looked to be a strong challenger. 
As they turned for the run in Storm 
On still had the advantage from Pine 
Grove, but Pert was coming through 
on the extreme outside, and under a 
well judged ride, he challenged in 
the last hundred yards to win with 
quite a bit in hand. Pine Grove 
tired badly and dropped away to 
4th. Storm On held onto the place 
position, while *Moot was up to take 
the show. 

For the 5th race we had The John 
B. Stokely Memorial, a 2 mile tim- 
ber event which resulted in a good 
win for Beaver Kill and Hank Hel- 
gesen. This year’s Mid-West circuit 
has been notable for its vastly im- 
proved pink-coaters, and this one was 
no exception. Seven of them com- 
peted and it was a thriller-diller all 
the way. At the start Elenad and 
Howard Tilson set off in front, with 
Negotiator and Jack Brant in close 
attendence; Beaver Kill was half-a- 
dozen lengths away, racing head and 
head with Gallant Wind, then came 
a gap and Jungle Jim, Comet, and 
Melissa, in that order. Just after 
the first fence we had a casuality 
when Melissa’s saddle slipped and 
Bobby Wilson unfortunately had to 
pull the good, St. Louis winner up. 

After a full circuit had been com- 
pleted it was still Elenad and Negot- 
iator dueling for the lead, with Gal- 
lant Wind in close quarters and go- 
ing well over Beaver Kill and Jungle 
Jim. Going up the hill Gallant 
Wind moved right up to the leaders 


but as they jumped the 6th she falt- 
ered and her owner-rider, Mr. Cal- 
vin Houghland pulled the mare up. 
It transpired afterwards that she 
had bowed. As they came down the 
incline and among the back stretch 
Beaver Kill moved to the two pace- 
makers and you could have put an 
income tax form over the 3 of them, 
as they went into the 9th. Immedia- 
tely afterwards Beaver Kill showed 
to the front from Negotiator, while 
Elenad decided that she had done 
enough for that afternoon, as indeed 
she had. 

Over the 11th Beaver Kill was on 
top by two but put in a rough one 
that almost brought him down, and 
before he could recover Negotiator 
was at him and in the lead again. 
This brought the crowd to its feet 
with excitement, particularly when 
we saw “Hindale Hank’ practically 
lift Beaver Kill to his feel and go on. 
Over the last and vital fence Beaver 
Kill atoned for his mistake by put- 
ting in a beauty, and regaining his 
advantage, went on to win by 2 
lengths from Negotiator, Elenad, 
Jungle Jim and Comet in that order. 

Then came the co-feature, The 
Thomas F. Ruckelshaus Memorial 
which brought together Some Gold 
(Hank Helgesen); Friar’s Melody 
(Mr. A. A. Brown); Boy Scout (Mr. 
Bob Keeker) and Fleetwood (Mr. 
Tom Oliver) in a 3 mile timber-top- 
per. It resulted in a fine victory 
for Some Gold who made every yard 
of the running to win as his rider 
wished, from Fleetwood and Boy 
Scout. Friar’s Melody, after lying 
3rd dropped back to 4th place and 
ran a very jaded race. At one stage 
Hank Helgesen had Some Gold on 
top by half-a-hundred lengths but 
sensing his great advantage he gave 
his mount an ‘‘easy’”’ and consentrat- 
ed on his fences. Fleetwood ran a 
great race but was always at the 
disadvantage of having too much 
work to do. 

John Clippenger’s super handsome 
chestnut is in great form this season 
and there is no telling just how good 
he is. It was certainly no disgrace 
to get beaten by Some Gold and when 
Tommy Oliver saw that the winner 
had the race safely won he, very 
wisely, did not give his mount a 
hard race. I look to Fleetwood to 
be a real live possibility as a tip- 
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mop-timber-topper. 

The winner, Some Gold is right 
back at the peak of his form and it 
will be interesting to see what his 
sporting owner, Mr. Paul Butler, in- 
tends to do with him, after the hor- 
se’s long absence from hunt-meet- 
ings. On Some Gold‘s St. Louis and 
Royalton form he may well be ready 
for the east again, but we sincerely 
hope he stays right with us on the 
‘Happy Mid-West’. Time alone will 
tell. 


It was almost six oclock before 
they got to the post in The Royal- 
ton Steeplechase, but it was well 
worth waiting for. Jumping Jack 
was an overnight scratch which left 
a field of 5. They were Bannock 
Laddie, the hope of the Hoosiers, 
with Mr. Jack Brant up, Foxy Poise, 
(Mr. A. A. Brown); Magic Shift, 
with his owner Mr. Burford Danner 
in the saddle (a Royalton could not 
be run without this combination) ; 
Storm Hour (Mr. C. Jelke riding), 
and Prairie Imp (Mr. Tom Oliver), 
out to avenge his cruel luck in The 
Iroquois. 

At the start Prairie Imp played 
up a little and dwelt somewhat as 
the flag came down, but otherwise 
they were away in good order. Ban- 
nock Laddie set off in front with 
the obvious intention, of repeating 
his pillar to post victory of last year, 
which he almost succeeded in doing. 
He was followed by Prairie Imp 
whose rider quickly had him in con- 
tention, Storm Hour, Magic Shift 
and Foxy Poise, in that order for 
half way. 

Going up the hill the second time 
round ‘‘The Laddie’’ was on top by 
4 from Prairie Imp who was 3 len- 
gths the best over Storm Hour and 
Foxy Poise. Along the back stretch 
they turned on the steam and it was 
here that Storm Hour made his ef- 
fort. He quickly ousted Prairie Imp 
from 2nd place and as they came 
over the 10th fence it looked as if 
he was going to be a source of great 
danger to Bannock Laddie who was 
still bowling along in the lead. How- 
ever, shortly afterwards it was obvi- 
ous that Storm Hour didn’t relish 
going on with what he had started. 
Then Foxy Poise started coming thr- 
ough with one long run. Over the 
last it was still Bannock Laddie by 
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back again in 1951

Little Known Hunt In Co. Wexford Gave 
Exceptionally Good Sport All Season; Has 
Records of Best Days In Irish Hunting

On my second seasons’ hunting 
tour in Ireland, Geraldine Rounds 
and I made. our headquarters in The 
Island Country this winter. Despite 
the cold’and frosty weather we had 
terribly good sport all winter over 
the most beautiful country I have 
ever hunted. In fact, in my estima- 
tion, this is the finest hunting coun- 
try in Ireland because of its great 
variety of obstacles to navigate, its 
lovely scenery, and its most hospt- 
table people. The meet described be- 
low was one of our typically good 
days. 

We met Tuesday the 5th of Feb- 
ruary with 18 1-2 couples of lovely 
ladies (the pitch pack) at Ourlart 
Village, reckoned by many as one of

the best meets in the Island Coun- 
try, provided Mr. Reynard takes the 
right line of country. And if he does, 
then you can ride over tall, clean, 
narrow banks, some five to six feet 
high, with few ditches and nearly all 
the galloping in this section is al- 
ways on top of the ground, splendid, 
good going. 


A heavy frost the night before had 
left the roads slippery in places, and 
with bright sunshine and a_ cold 
wind as we travelled to the meet, 
it did not seem that this could be a 
good scenting day. There were about 
50 in the field gathered at Ourlart 
Village. Among them, Capt. Bailey, 
the popular Joint-Master of the Is- 
land Hounds with Miss Betty Du- 
maine, who was on her feet that day 
after a long illness; Mrs. Bailey, the 
Master’s wife; Mr. Shriver Roach 
from Enniscorthy; The Keyworths; 
Lady Kildare; Capt. Bob Kennedy, 
a former Master of the pack; and 
Mr. John Stamp of Clonmore, a 
grand elderly sportsman who has 
been hunting with the pack for 65 
vears. Also out were his two sport- 


ing, hard riding, enthusiastic sons, 
Paddy and Willie, grand boys to go 
over the country, as well as several 
visitors from the North, and of 
course, the well known and very 
competant huntsman, Andy Farring- 
ton whose wonderful voice and hand- 
ling of hounds is famous. I was 
mounted on a clever white pony, ten 
years a yeteran of foxhunting which 
definitely had accumulated her own 
ideas of the sport. Old age had caus- 
ed her to be much on the slow side, 
however one had the feeling that she 
was doing her level pest and would 
get you there through hell or high 
water (which was exactly what we 
did meet that day.) 

The first draw was nearly sure to 
be Ourlart Hill, and it was with mix- 
ed feelings that one ascended this 
bleak, shelterless hill with a north 
wind coming from the snow-covered 
mountains. Horses fresh and cold; 
not the ideal conditions to ride down 
the steep slopes of the hill should we 
quickly find. This we did,, for it was 
not long before we heard the excit- 
ing “Hark! Hark!” from Andy 
cheering hounds on to the line of a 
fox with those exhilerating notes 
from his horn, which is the signal 
to jam your hat on your head and 
settle yourself in the saddle, and be 
ready to take whatever obstacles 
may come your way. Unfortunately 
our quarry was far too fond of his 
home ground, and in spite of being 
continously kept on the move he 
refused to take to the open country 
and succeeded in getting to ground. 
More foxes were afoot but with the 


“same result, scent not being good 


enough-to force any of them off the 
hill. 

However, the first fox was bolted 
by the terriers and we had a fast 
dart over a few miles of that grand 
country but Mr. Reynard made 
again for Ourlart Hill where he 
found an open castle and there he 
was left. 

Our next draw was in the low- 
lands, Ballymotey Bog. There we 
found a fox which the bitch pack 
pushed out of cover, first hunting 
slowly, but the pace soon quickened 
and our quarry went at a fair pace 
in a right-handed circle to Black’s 
of Clondaw on through Donahoe’s of 
Grange to Briens Bog, Monagear.

It did not take me long to discover 
that there is never a dull moment in 
the hunting field over that Irish ter- 
rain. For instance, we met one terri- 
bly muddy bank, the kind you see in 
nightmares, made considerably low- 
er by the time I came to it, the kind 
you thank your lucky stars you’re 
not on a green horse, because one 
has to clamber up and slither down 
the other side, spending as _ little 
time as possible on the structure be- 
fore it caves in with you. My clever 
little animal got over successfully 
(she always did, bless her heart,) so 
I thought little of the bank until 
once over [ heard the thundering of 
hooves, behind me, Three _ loose 
horses were flying across the field. 
I set off to catch one which was gal- 
loping along side of me within two 
feet of my reach but I could not 
quite stretch far enough to grab him, 
Another steed was coming up behind 
me. J gave up pursuit of the first for 
the second. What a sight he was, the 
bit dangling somewhere around his 
chest, the reins flapping along on the 
ground with only the headband hold- 
ing the bridle precariously around 
his ears. This runaway stopped wil- 
lingly and J suddenly realized that 
it was my friend Gery’s horse for 
soon she came limping along assur- 
ing me she was none the worse. Her 
horse was the most extraordinary 
sight, for he was perfectly spotless 
above the legs except for the very 
front part of his head which was 
smudged with fresh mud. How he 
managed to fall in a position which 
caused this peculiar appearance is 4 
mystery to me this day. Gery andl

together, and we continued after the 
last flight of the field. 


The dreaded river confronted us 
with no sign of a possible crossing.

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water. Finally with the aid of a whip, 
the horse plunged forward, giving 
grunts and groans, only to fall back- 
wards with his legs in the air; but 
another whipping, more pushes and 
pulls, continuous struggling, then a 
last final heave and he was out. This 
operation took the lads a good fif- 
teen minutes while the rider, dry as 
a bone, was standing on the opposite 
bank shouting orders but unable to 
cross himself. I later learned that 
the term ‘drowning’ does not nec- 
essarily mean completely ending 
one’s life, just a good drenching. 

Meanwhile our quarry had run 
through Ballincash, swinging again 
left-handed short of the Raheenduff 
road and on towards Duncormac 
Church just short of which he got to 
ground. 


Being thoroughly disheartened by 
this last drowning scene, the re- 
mainder of us decided for the road 
and hacked to the finish, (which 
was not far away) arriving a good 
half hour pehind schedule, an act 
which I always feel guilty of com- 
mitting. This was a good hunt of 1 
hour and 30 minutes, 12 miles as

hounds ran over a stiff piece of en- 
joyable but challenging country, 
and not without a few distractions 
along the way. 

Unfortunately the Islands are go- 
ing to lose its two able Masters next 
season who have done so much for 
the pack during the last three years. 
Although this hunt is little known, 
located in an out of the way south- 
easterly part of Ireland, it has given 
exceptionately good sport all season 
with only one blank day out of 3 
1-2 hunting days a week, September 
through March, and enjoys records 
of some of the pest days in the his- 
tory of Irish hunting. 

A bit about the Island Pack. It 
hunts a territory of 31 miles by 23; 
is a bank country consisting for the 
most part of pastureland and plough, 
mostly gorse covers and practically 
No wire.

Beverly Hills Team Captures Both Open 
Championship and George Pope Trophy

A 24-goal team from the Beverly 
Hills Polo Club, captained by 10- 
goal Cecil Smith, carried off the 
beautiful Pacific Coast Open Cham- 
pionship trophy by defeating the 
Golden Gate Polo Club in two 
straight games played June 3 and 
6th in San Francisco. This trophy, 
which is undoubtedly the most beau- 
tiful played for in the west, and has 
been vied for by most of the nation’s 
leading players since 1910, will now 
bear the name of Cecil Smith some 
6 or 7 times, and it will add the 
name of the only other 10-goal play- 
er in the United States, namely Bob 
Skene. 

The first game of the series, play- 
ed on June 3, was a closely contest- 
ed affair which ended in a score of 
7 to 6 after an overtime period. 
Smith and Skene found their game 
considerably slowed down by the 
poor condition of the field. The 
ground appeared to be extremely 
soft and the field became badly cut 
up after the first period which of 
course affected the accuracy of the 
players. The second game on June 
6 found the condition of the field 
only slightly improved and again 
ended in a closely contested 6 to 5 
score. During the last few minutes 
of the final chukker, Cecil Smith 
became a casualty when a ball back- 
ed from the mouth of the goal by 
teammate Jim Stimmel struck him 
just below the right eye causing a 
cut which required four stitches. 

The two teams met again on June 
10 and Beverly Hills continued their 
winning streak by carrying off the 
George Pope trophy which they won 
by a decisive 13 to 5. 

Golden Gate put a very well bal- 
anced team on the field but they 
were unable to cope with the sup- 
erior horseflesh and Smith-Skene 
combination of Beverly Hills. Where- 
ever the ball was either Smith or 
Skene would be, and it was then 
passed from one to the other with 
an amazing degree of accuracy con- 
sidering the condition of the field. 
It is indeed an experience to watch 
the finesse and strategy of two such 
great players working together. Jim 
Stimmel and Frank Fletcher both 
turned in creditable performances 
for Beverly Hills, but were unable 
to adapt themselves to the poor con- 
ditions of the field as readily as the 
more experienced Smith and Skene. 

It was nice to see former 9-goal 
international star Eric Pedley play- 
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ing so well for Golden Gate, as did 
Bob Smith and George Pope. One 
cannot help but wish to see the ever 
popular Billy Linfoot better mount- 
ed, for with his aggressiveness and 
hitting ability he would undoubtedly 
be a great player. 

The trophies were presented to 
the winning team it a brief cere- 
mony at the close of the June 10 
game. Both Russell E. Havenstrite 
of Beverly Hills and W. G. Gilmore 
of Golden Gate were present and 
were called upon to say a few words. 
It was nice to see that the efforts of 
these two men who have done so 
much for polo in the West are ap- 
preciated by spectators and players 
alike.

As for the 4 suporting events one 
of them completely stole the show. 
It was the Buena Vista over 6 fur- 
longs on the flat. It was won by 
Red Maiden whose pedigree is 
‘“wraped and woofed in mystery”.

Maiden’s jockey who wishes merely 
to be known as ‘‘Runt”’ Smith. Mr. 
Smith is 74 years old and the way 
he sat his horse and came on to wear 
down the leader and get up and win, 
was enough to prove to me that he 
has had a long life around horses. 
I’d like to have a dollar for every 
bang-tail he has ever thrown his 
leg over ! 

When it came to publicity Mr. 
Smith was as retiring as a Cabinet 
minister travelling incognito. We 
asked him his first name and he said 
“Aw just call me Runt—thats all 
just Runt’’. He also said ‘‘Don’t put 
too much in the papers will you’’. I 
sort of gathered that Mr. Smith 
might have answered to another 
form of address many years ago, and 
the last thing I would want to do is 
to disturb his anonymity. Anyway, 
he rode like a vetern, and when I’m 
74 I only hope that I can walk as 
good as ‘Runt’ Smith rides. If he 


‘has a secret let him keep it, all I 


know: is that he gave me a real 
thrilf to watch him win the 2nd race 
at Royalton. 

The Ladies’ mile turned out to be 
quite a horse race too. Hidden Hand 
bolted at the start and young Wil- 
Imia Hines had quite a rough ride 
before she pulled him up. Then when 
she got the horse back to the start, 
she insisted she was quite alright 
and wanted to race, (which is only 
to be expected of a Hines) but as 
the flag dropped the horse again 
whipped round and this time Will- 
mia had not the strength to hold 
him and off she came. When I last 
saw her she was off to the hospital 
for an ex-ray but still had that nice 
smile that goes with all the Hines 
girls. She was subsequently pron- 
ounced fit excepting for the wear 
and tear on the nervous system. 

As for the race it was nice to see 
it go to Mrs. Youman’s Brierless 
Rose who has been knocking on the 
door of opportunity even since the 
the season opened at Tyron. Sally 
Hines took her to the front and 
made no mistakes with her to win 
a good race by 3 lengths. Emerald 
Isle (Miss Ruth Halverson) was 2nd 
after being none too well away,

work of the entire Brandywine team 
paid off again and again. McHugh 
and Stewart drove the ball into scor- 
ing position for some other rider to 
take. 

The Ivory Polo Club of Detroit 
was in Philadelphia on June 10, but 
the match never came off bécause of 
heavy rain Saturday night and all 
day Sunday. 
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Other secondary races included 
the Fishback Run which was event- 
ually won by Morre Lou. The first 
running of this 1-4 mile scamper was 
marred when Morre Lou won it, but 
foul was claimed for crossing. This 
was upheld by the stewards but by 
private agreement between the two 
disputing owners, it was decided to 
stage a run off. As Morre Lou again 
won from the same horse it all end- 
ed up very nicely for everybody. 

The Children’s Pony Race was won 
by young Miss Jane Alig, riding her 
own Scout, while Jock Fortune 
astride of Bobbie was by no means 
disgraced as the runner up. After 
being practically left at the post he 
was really flying at the finish and 
was catching the winner hand over 
fist. If he ‘gets more practice this 
young man may easily be a good 
rider in the rough. 

When the last race was finally 
over the general consensus of opin- 
ion was that everyone was most 
happy with the meeting. It was a 
right royal Royalton and all con- 
nected with it can get up and take 
a thoroughly deserved bow.

Hunter Trials and Olympic Prize of Nations 
Featured At West Hills Club

On May 27, the West Hills Hunt 
Club staged their annual hunter tri- 
als and steeplechase meet at Cala- 
basas, Calif. This affair brought to 


a close a highly successful hunting’ 


season. 

The afternoon got under way with 
a class for open hunters, an event 
which was well filled and produced 
several good performances. The 
eventual winner, with a very smooth 
go, was Blakiston Ranch’s Carmel] 
Girl, ridden by Tommy Blakiston. 
Following the open hunter class, 
there were several flat races which 
brought cheers from the many spec- 
tators. 

The sixth event was an Olympic 
Priza of National Trials. This class 


-attracted many of California’s top 


open horses. The fences for this 
class were high and wide. Horses 
entered had to jump the course once 
again later in the afternoon. This 
put a damper on several good jump- 
ers owing to the fact that they were 
not quite fit enough to jump such 
a large course twice in the same day. 
The horses and riders which came 
out on top certainly had to work 
exceptionally hard to win. Emerg- 
ing with the blue was one of Cali- 
fornia’s most accomplished horse- 
women, Mrs. Ellen Lincoln aboard 
Howard Gass’ good jumping Beau 
Pierre. 

Working hunters drew 23 horses 
and the performances were except- 
ionally good, considering the size of 
the class. When the ribbons were 
hung, Brigade, owned and ridden by 
Mrs. Virginia Manesco, was the win- 
ner of the blue. 

The afternoon was brought to a 


successful close with the high-light- 
ed event of the .day—The Golden 
State Steeplechase. This race bro- 
ught many spectators to their feet 
to cheer for their favorites. The 
field was led most of the way by 
Cliche, owned and ridden by Mrs. 
Ellen Lincoln. Craigwood Park, 
owned by Champ Hough, with Miss 
Phyllis Kennedy up, proved a good 
contender. In the last hundred 
yards, Cliche opened up with a final 
burst of speed which proved too 
much for the tiring Craigwood Park, 
which held on gamely to finish a 
close 2nd.

The riders, all civi- 
lian volunteers, are Charles Hough 
and Rudy Smithers of Los Angeles; 
Billy James of St. Louis, Missouri; 
Jeb Wofford of Milford, Kansas; and 
Ed §S. Ackerman of Lincoln, Neb- 
raska. The horses are civilian own- 
ed, some ‘belonging to the riders and 
others loaned for the training. The 
men supervising the training include 
Col. John Ww. Wofford, Col. Hiram 
Tuttle, and Capt. Bob Borg. 

The first week in October Fort 
Riley will be the scene of the nation- 
al try-outs when the horses and rid- 
ers from the ten regional zones will! 
compete for appointments on the 
team to represent the United States 
in the Olympic equestrian games in 
Helsinki, Finland, the summer of 
1952. The final 3-day team will be 
comprised of six horses and three 
riders.—L. A.

However, 
George M. Humphrey, Janon Fisher 
Jr. and Augustus P. Riggs III man- 
aged to catch a deep breath during 
some of the pony classes on Saturday 
when Mrs. Edgar Scott took over; 
even this was short-lived as the 
time flew and the three judges were 
sent to the outside ring to judge 
conformation. However, even tho- 
ugh they were ‘clear-bound” by 
Saturday afternoon, the judges found 
time to do some good natured heckl- 
ing. Mr. Fisher started it by telling 
about a fall which Mr..Riggs had in 
Maryland’s hunt country. His mount 
for the day was quite a large horse 
and as the pair approached a jump, 
the horse had ideas of his own as 
to how he would get over. The idea 
didn’t work and Mr. Riggs began a 
slow descent to the ground while 
the horse, his front feet on one side 
of the jump and his hind ones on 
the other, achieved a perfect balance. 
However, Mr. Riggs was lying on his 
back and the horse’s front feet were 
above him. As the horse moved 
slowly forward, the fallen rider’s 
face gave full expression to his feel- 
ing. As the horse went slowly back- 
wards, the rider relaxed. Although 
this escapade was short-lived, the 
rider was only too glad to get to his 
feet, get the rest of the horse over 
the jump and call it a day. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Fisher’s 
story, Mr. Riggs became the racon- 
teur. His narrative covered a day 
when the going was anything but 
Pleasant in Maryland; the ground 
Was frozen and the weather decid- 
edly cold. Hounds were on a good 





line when they came to a frozen 
creek. One hound ventured out on the 
ice and Mr. Fisher eased out on the 
ice to bring him back. Grabbing the 
hound’s stern, Mr. Fisher suddenly 
found himself and the hound in the 
ice-cole water.

Before he was 24 hours old, Laz- 
erette’s foal developed jaundice. Mrs.

Farm he was foaled) called several 
veterinarians who told her that it 
was a hopeless case and the foal 
couldn’t live.

Moore asked one of the blue grass 
veterinarians about the situation and 
with his instructions in hand, she 
and the Newton Mayos went to work. 
As important with horses as it is 
with humans, blood type had to be 
considered before any transfusions 
could be made. However, there 
wasn’t time before the first one but 
the hard working group lucked out 
as the broodmare selected had the 
right type blood. Before the other 
two transfusions were made, Mrs. 
Moore contacted an M. D. in Warren- 
ton and he typed the blood of vari- 
ous bloodlines so that there. would 
be no guess work. Meantime, Mrs. 
Moore was on the night shift to feed 
the foal a bottle every hour while 
Mrs. Mayo took over the day duty. 
After 48 hours, the foal was put 
back on his mother and supplemen- 
tary vitiams were given to boost him 
along. The case can now be mark- 
ed closed.
